MUNS AN, Korea UP—The United 
Nations command today vetoed 
Communist nomination of Soviet 
Russia as a neutral nation to help 
police a Korean armistice. 
Tile U.N. accepted two Soviet 
satellites—Poland and 
Czechoslo­ 
vakia—as the other Red represen­ 
tatives on neutral behind-the lines 
inspection teams. 
An Allied staff officer said the 
reason for the rejection of Russia 
should be obvious. He did not ela­ 
borate. 
But the Russians have supplied 
Communist armies in Korea with 
fighter planes, t a n k s and other 
war materials and Russian officers 
trained the North Korean army 
before the outbreak of war. 
The action came In a staff offi­ 
cer meeting after a full-dress ses­ 
sion by top negotiators in which 
the Reds offered a revised pro­ 
posal for a top-level Korean peace 
conference. 
The Red draft made no mention 
of non-Korean problems—but it 
was worded in such a way that 
almost anything could be included. 
The Allies turned down part of 
the original Red plan which called 
for settlement of sweeping Asian 
problems. 
The new Red proposal said only 
that a “higher level” political con­ 
ference should be held within three 
months after a truce* is signed to 
d i s c u s s withdrawal of foreign 
troops arid “the peaceful settle­ 
ment of the Korean problem. 
etc." 

C. Turner Joy, senior 
Allied negotiator, said “etc. could 
mean a lot of things. I will not 
interpret anything until I have had 
a chance to study it.”

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Something To Be Learned 


A plan to test private schools in Pennsylvania 
for their ability to teach spiritual, moral and 
ethical standards is getting attention. 
These standards are just as important as 
academic standards. They are so important that 
part of the Pennsylvania test is to learn whether 
pupils merely know what they are. or actually 
practice them. 
The purpose is to rate the schools’ success 
in teaching young men and women how to live 
and work in a free society. 
It finally is being admitted that character is 
something which can be improved by instruc­ 
tion, along with knowledge of arithmetic, gram ­ 
m ar. history and the scientific arts 
This is in contradiction to that large and 
noisy school of opinion which has been yam m er­ 
ing that nothing must interfere with the child’s 
“natural” development, especially if this is be­ 
ing overseen by adult* in a position to bend 
the twig in a direction which happens to suit 
them. 
It is in contradiction to the “educated-fool” 
point of view which holds that knowledge for 
the sake of knowledge is sufficient. 
And it is in contradiction to all who would 
east off early in each generation everything 
learned by all the intelligent people of the past, 
starting with the premise that self-discipline 
and group-discipline are the twin foundations of 
a good life in a republic of equals.

Somewhere between the air-borne ideas of those 
who would surrender American sovereignty In 
the foolish hope of getting something in return, 
and those who would quit hoping to get any­ 
thing in return, is a formula under which the 
United States can co-operate with its neighbors 
without surrendering any of its people’s right*

The same French politician who helped Bri­ 
tish Prim e Minister Neville Chamberlain ap­ 
pease Adolf Hitler at Munich in 1938 now says a 
direct appeal ta Stalin is the only hope of peace.

NOW WE COME to something 
in which the entire legitimate trade 
union movement and all of indus­ 
try should be vitally interested. Ap­ 
pearing before the State Labor Re­ 
lations Board for the taxi fleet own­ 
er, Atty. Henry G. Friedlander 
, charged that the local was a crim i­ 
nal conspiracy by a group of known 
extortionist* to get control of the 
taxicab industry for purposes of 
lining their own pockets. 
This is a serious charge, wide 
open for all to see on the official 
state record*. If true, it morally 
indicts not only the local union, but 
the international as well—and the 
international union is led by Lester 
Washburn, a man I know and for 
whose honesty and progressiveness 
many of m y friends and I will 
vouch. 
But no international union presi­ 
dent can constantly police the hun­ 
dreds of locals under his jurisdic­ 
tion—not until the record is brought 
to him. Among the men who head 
this AFL union there is the know­ 
ledge of Dio’s 1937 arrest. They 
await word of other depredations 
before they move in and remove 
the charter. They should move in. 
lf Dio has been clean since 1937, 
it should be established. 
However, all this hardly seems 
to be enough anywhere inside la­ 
bor.

In the present controversy be­ 
tween Phil M urray’s steel union 
and the industry, most attention is 
being directed at the demand for 
an 18** cent hour pay raise. But it 
should not be overlooked that the 
1 so-called fringe benefits demanded 
I by the union actually mean more 
than the wage increase in compen­ 
sation, in the cost of production, 
and in inflationary dangers. 
Fringe 
benefits 
include 
such 
t items as payments into pension 
funds, life insurance, sickness care, 
and other welfare items. Demands 
for these have become 
standard 
union practice ever since John L. 
Lew’is saw the immense advantag­ 
es in this sort of compensation. 
The 
attractiveness of t h e s e 
, benefits as items for bargaining 
I are numerous; in the first place, 
they help labor leaders to escape 
public resentment against w a g e 
demands. At long last the public 
realizes that every wage increase 
accelerates the rate of inflation, 
makes it harder to meet 
living 
costs, and eats into the real value 
of savings. 
But fringe 
benefits 
have the sam e effect, 
although 
the public seems to be unaware of 
it. 


THESE FRINGE benefits 
are 
progressively more advantageous 
to the worker because they are 
not taxable. Not even the income 
earned on the accumulation of re­ 
serves to meet future payments is 
taxable. Thus, a dollar of benefit 
is more net gain to the worker and 
most costly to the public than a 
dollar in wages 
For if a dollar 
paid out in wages or salaries re­ 
turns to the government 25 cents 
in tax. the public is saved that 
amount because taxes on o t h e r 
incomes will not be so high. 
Another advantage to union lead­ 
ers in fringe benefits is that they 
do not loom up in the Department 
of Commerce estim ates of average 


Finally, fringe benefits have an 
emotional 
appeal, 
because 
they 
represent some form of security 
for the old and the helpless. 
Under modern economic condi­ 
tions, a payment by a private em ­ 
ployer to a private employee is no 
longer a purely private m atter, for 
through definite but indirect chan­ 
nels, the cost must be met by the 
general public. The meeting of this 
cost is as inexorable as taxation. 
If United States Steel must pay 
out a dollar in wages and bene­ 
fits, its costs go up and the burden 
will be shifted to everyone who 
uses its product, and in turn 
to 
everyone who uses a product made 
of that product. This controversy is 
no private fight. It is a m atter of 
grave public concern. 


FRINGE BENEFITS have been 
increasing by leaps and bounds in 
recent years. In 1950 they amount­ 
ed to 17,489.000. This was 241 per 
cent more than the cost in 1940. It 
was 16 per cent higher than 1949. 
Moreoever, because these benefits 
are a form of compensation that 
^Scapes taxation, the federal gov­ 
ernment lost through them 
ap­ 
proximately $1,900,000,000 in 
tax 
receipts In 1950. 
Since we have heard a great 
deal from union leaders about the 
swollen 
profits 
of 
corporations, 
which they presumably believe to 
be flowing into the pockets of rich 
stockholders, let us compare divi­ 
dends with the fringe benefits paid. 
In 1950. fringe benefits amounted 
to 82 per cent of all dividends 
paid by all corporations. And con­ 


sidering the fact that the govern­ 
ment taxes those dividends a n d 
not the fringe benffits, the amount 
actually kept by stockholders was 
much less. 
But 
these 
payments 
are 
not 
evenly distributed among all busi­ 
nesses While in 1950 the rise over 
1949 was lf? per cent in all corpor­ 
ations, it was 55 per cent in the 
bituminous coal industry and 33 
per cent in manufacturing indus­ 
tries. 
If this rise of 16 per cent per 
annum continues, it will before 
very long amount to that paid out 
in wages. If it continues to rise at 
that rate for 21 years, it will be 
close to $200 billion, which is as 
much as the total personal expen­ 
ditures of Americans in 1950. 


THE FIGURES for 1951 show 
that the 1950 rise wa* not only 
repeated, 
but 
increased. 
Fringe 
benefits in 1951 were 18 per cent 
over 1950. 
Younger worker* who are the 
prospective beneficiaries of these 
fringe benfits are deluding them­ 
selves when they believe that they 
are gaining more real security. For 
if this form of payment continue* 
at the present rate until a worker 
of 30 reaches the age of 65. the 
cost will be twice today’s national 
wage and salary bill. This would 
produce such inflation that the pen­ 
sion 
the 
worker 
would 
receive 
would be practically valueless. And 
the cost of living would have risen 
to astronomical heights.
